ereas that great and commendable Worke of making AL 


| 2 lome, of the Natiue Mynes of this Our Kingdome, not many 
n veeres lince diſcoucred within Our County of Yorke, is by the dil⸗ 
£ » burſements and expence of _ great — of money, made 


AQ ſtton,but ſufficient quantities of good, well 3 — 
Allome map be made, aſwell foꝛ ſupply of Our owne Domint- 
ons, of ſo neceſſary and blefull a Commoditie, as alſo foz fozreine vent and ſale of great 
quantitiesthereofinto other neighbour Kingdomes; Which being a Wozkeof ſo great ho⸗ 
nour tothis Kingdome, and of ſuch ble and conſequence, foꝛ the publique ſeruite, and good 
of this Common wealth, wherby many kamilies of Our louing Subiects are kept and main⸗ 
tayned in woꝛke, much treaſure ſaued within the Land, which was heretofoze yeerely expoꝛ⸗ 
ted, koꝛ furniſhing of Allome from fozreine parts, and ſome increaſe alſo bꝛought to Our 
annuall Reuenues, towards the ſayd exteſſiue charge and expente, which Our ſayd deare 
Father was put vnto about it: Wee haue thought lit ( with the aduite of Our Pziuy Coun- 
tell) by allHonourable and lawfull meanes, to bvphold and maintaine the ſame ; which can 
by no meanes be done, vnlelſe the Impoꝛtation of Allome from fozreine parts, and the vle 
thereof here, when it ſhall bee bzought in, bee carefully reſtrained, and the many ſleights, 
frauds, and deuices,heretofoze bled therein, be met withall and pꝛeuented. a 

Wee therefoze doe by this Pur Pꝛoclamation ſtraitlp charge and command, That no 
foꝛreine Allome be hereafter impoꝛted, oꝛ bꝛought into, oz bought, ſold, vttered, oꝛ ſpent with- 
in this Pur Realme, oꝛ any other Our Dominions, and that no Engliſh Allome, that hath 
been, oꝛ ſhall be once expoꝛted, oꝛ ſhipped in any Woate oꝛ Ueſſel to be tranſpoꝛted, ſhal at any 


time after be bought, fold; vttered o2Tpent within this Dur Realme of England: And that 
no perlon oꝛ perſons whatſoener, either Dur owne naturall bozne Subiects, oz Dentzens, 
02 Strangers, Merchants, Mariners, Artificers, oꝛ others, noꝛ any ofthem , doe attempt 
hereafter to impoꝛt, bup ſell, oꝛ vent, oꝛ cauſe to be impoꝛted, bought, ſold, oꝛ vented any ſuch 
foꝛreine oꝛ Engliſh Allome lo pꝛohibited, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture of all ſuch Allome ſo im⸗ 
poꝛted, bought, ſolde, oz vented, to bee ſeized to Our ble, and vpon ſluch further penalties 
and puniſhments, as Wee, oꝛ Our Pꝛiuie Councell, oꝛ Our Treaſurer of England, foz the 
time being, ſhall thinke fit to inflict vpon enery ſuch offender. 

Aud koꝛ the better finding out, and diſcouery ofthe ſayd offenders, Mee doe hereby re- 
quire andcommand , That Our ſayd Treaſurer, Chancellour, and Barons of theErche- 
quer foꝛ the time being, ſhall, and doe award, ſuch, and ſo many Commiſſions, of ſuch and 
the like tenour and effect, as in the time of Our lapd deare Father, were accuſtomed, oꝛ 
might bee awarded, oꝛ other wile, as they ſhall thinke fit, foꝛ eraminingand finding out ok all 
offences and offenders againſt this Our Pzoclamation; To the end, That alwell the Im⸗ 
poꝛters of al ſuch Allome pꝛohibited, as the Buyers, Sellers, Spenders, and Neceiuers ther- 
of, may receiue condigne puniſhment foꝛ the ſame, 

And whereas Wee vnderſtand, That diners great quantities of ſuch pꝛohibited Allome 
haue bled to bee impoꝛted into this Realme, vnder the name oꝛ names ok ſundꝛy pooꝛe Ma- 
riners, and others, men of little oꝛ no value, wee will and command, That not onely the laid 
Mariners, oꝛ others, who ſhall ſo impoꝛt, oz colour the Impoꝛtation of ſuch pꝛohibited Al- 
lome, (hall bee puniſhed , as their nuldemeanours therein ſhall deſerue ; But alſo , That 
the Shippe, Boate, o2 Ueſſell wherein any ſuch Allome ſhall bee impozted, oz out of which 
any ſuch Allome [ball be vnſhipped, oz laydon land, contrary to this Our Pꝛoclamation, 
ſhall bee arreſted and ſtaped by the officers of euerp Pazt , reipectinely,bntillthe Maſter, oz 
Dwner thereof ſhallcaule the full value ofthe Allome lo impoꝛted, vnſchipped, oꝛ layd on 
land to bee duely payd, and anſwered to the hands ok Our Agent, oz Agents foꝛ Our ſayd 
Allome Woꝛkes foꝛ the time being, to Our ble, oꝛ to ſuch others, as they ſhall appoint in that 
behalke. 

And Wee doe further ſtraitly charge and command , All and ſinguler ſuch perſon oz per- 
ſons, as ſhall hereafter ſetze any Allome , by this Pꝛotlamation pꝛohibited to be imported, 
bought, ſold, vſed oꝛ diſpoſed of, That they doe foꝛthwith deliner the ſame to Our ſayd A- 
gent. oꝛ Agents in London: And foꝛ the better encouragement of ſuch as ſhall finde ont, and 
diſcouer the offenders and offences, to beecommitted againſt the tenour and true meaning of 
this Dur P2oclamation, Dur will and plealure is, That Our Agent oꝛ Agents, ſhall allow 
to him oꝛ them. who ſhal diſcouer and ſeize any ſuch pꝛohibited Allome, the full ſumme of nine 
ſhillings foꝛ euery hundꝛed Weight, e after the rate koꝛ euery leſſer oꝛ greater quãtity, that (hal 
bee ſo letzed and bzought vnto the laid Agents oꝛ one ofthem; And foꝛ allſuch Allome as ſhal 
bee ſhifted away, and not ſeized, foꝛ which offence the full value thereokis to bee fozfeited to 
Our ble, and paydto the hands of Dur layd Agent oꝛ Agents, as afoꝛeſapd, The one moity 
thereof ſhall bee to the diſcouerer , who ſhall pꝛoletute and retouer the lame, and the other 
moity to remaine to Our lapd Agent o2 Agents, to bee diſpoled of, as in their Letters Pa ⸗ 
tents of Agentie is oꝛdered and appointed. 


And Wee doe further charge and tommand, All and linguler the Officers of Dur Cu⸗ 
ſtomes within all and euerpthe Pozts and Hauens ot Our ſaid Dominions, and the Creekes 
and membersthereof, That they. and cuerpolthem, doe not onely foꝛbeare to take any En⸗ 
try oꝛ Entries, 02 gine any Will 62 Warrant foꝛ vnlading oꝛ landing of any Allome pꝛohibt⸗ 
ted as afoꝛeſayd but doe alſo cauſe Seizure and ſtay to bee made thereokto Our ble, vpon 
paine offozfeiture of his oz their Pffices relpectiueip, and vndergoing Our heaup diſplea- 
ſure, and ſuch other puniſhments, as theirneglects and contempts herein ſhall be found fo 
Demerit, 

And foꝛ the better execution of the pzemiſſes , Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command all 
Maiozs, Shiriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Conſtables, headbozoughs, Tything men, and all o⸗ 
ther Our Officers and Miniſters, aſwe'l of Dur Admiralty, as otherwiſe , and all other 
Our toning Subiects, to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine , That they, and enery of them, 
at all times hereafter, and from time to time, bee ayding and aſſiſting to Our ſayd Agent 
and Agents, and their deputies, and to ſuch Our Tommiſſtoners , as hall be from time to 
time appointed foz , oꝛ about this Dur Seruice; And allo to be, from time to time, likewiſe 
Ayding t aſſiſting to all Dur Cuſtomers, Searchers, Waiters, and all other perſon o2 perſons 
thereunto deputed by Our ſaid Agent o2 Agents, in, oꝛ foꝛ the ſeizing, ſearching koz, oꝛ carying 
away of allſuch pꝛohibited Allome, impoꝛted 02 landed, oꝛ hereafter to bee impoꝛted, landed, 
bought, ſold, vented, oz diſpoſed, contrary to this Our Vopall pzohibition and commande- 
ment: And if any perſon o2 perſons ſhall bee found openly to oppoſe, oꝛ pꝛiuatelp to ani⸗ 
mate, oz encourage others to contradict oꝛ withſtand the due execution ofthis Our Seruite, 
That then Our ſayd Treaſurer of England, oz Chancellour of Dur Exchequer, foz the time 
being, ſhall cauſe ſuch perſon and perſons to bee ſent foꝛ by a Meſſenger, and bꝛought befoze 
Dur Pꝛiup Conncell, oꝛ themlelues, oꝛ the one of them, to reteiue ſuch condigne puniſhment 
therein as ſhall be thought meete fo be inflicted vpon him oꝛ them, foꝛ His oz their wilfull con- 


tempt and diſobedicnce in this behalke.
